INTERVIEW 


on May 7, 1968, in the company of LAURENCE HOWARD, 

I met with GERALD PATRICK HEMMING, JR, (GERRY PATRICK) at 
his home, PATRICK acknowledge! having known or known of almost 
everyone I asked him about. In most instances, he did no more 
than say, "Yea, I knew him," and remain silent, A list of 
names is attached to this memorandum. 

Of possible importance was my observation that PATRICK 
k nows t he current whereabouts of m ost of the se peop le. I 
doubd that "he would respond' directly to a request for a location, 
due to his _extrcme_ 8k.op.tici.sm^?f the. .valid i.ty..pf. our._invo.s-. 
.tigation. However, it is possible that LA?/RBNCE HOWARD could 
obtain some addresses for us. 

For example, MIKE McLANEY is now in politics in the 
Bahamas. EUGENE LYONS (American Committee to Free Cuba in 
Los Angeles) is in Idaho, MANUEL GARCIA GONZALES is probably 
in the Honduras. RICHARD BliTLER (who' introduced HOWARD to 
COL, WILLI IF P. J/LE aid REV. SgSI.LY A. SWIFT*) is also in 
Idaho. 

PATRICK was shown a series of photographs. He ident- 
ified a number of people who* he had known, but. declined to .

MORRIS BROWNLEE is , T believe, a deeply 
disturbed young man who, while pretending to himself that 
he is cooperating with you, fully knows very well he is 
and has been holding out. I believe he is disturbed 
because inwardly this is really not what he wants. I took 
a rather unusual tack with him in a long, post-midnight 
meeting early this morning- — 

The mos t interesting thing he acknowledged, 
was that nAVTn~fflRBTK' h*t! told him FEaRlB_w>s CIA. " 

BcC&use or the approach I took - I went the w hole ceT.K c _ no t 
just cookies - I refused to pressure this and told him 
exactly why. 

If you have time I will tell you the whole 
story but X think it is possible to unlock him and to get 
him to the point where he consciously desires this - He 
asked for my address, I gave it to him and we have an 
understanding that prior to my return he will make a long 
series of notes and when I return we will have a long tape 
recorded interview. This may sound strange and indeed It 
may be but I believe it is the only manner in which what 
he really knows and what he really believes can be elicited. 
Time will tell.

alter Garrison's investigation was made public. 
The New Orleans DA said Ferric was "one of his- 
tory's most important men," 

The charges against Novel and Arcadia are 
spinoffs from Garrisons mam investigation. The 
prosecutor has called Novel "a very important wit* 
ness ' 1 and has filed a material witness warrant 
against him. 

Novel, who has to be one of history’s most 
loquacious fugitives, has carried on a running long- 
distance feud with tile man who wants him lo do 
his talking before a grand jury. He repeatedly has 
called Garrison's investigation a "fraud" and a 
“fiction.” 

He has held a number of press conferences and 
submitted himself to a series of lie detector, truth 
serum and psychological tests to prove lie is telling 
the truth, A psychologist at Columbus says mental 
tests indicate he is. 

TO POLYGRAPH OPERATORS AND TO 
friends and associates, Novel has said Ihe munitions 
burglary was no burglary at all — hut a war ma- 
terials pickup made al the direction of his CIA 
contact. 

Publicly. Novel called the munitions incident 
"the moat patriotic burglary in history” during a 
recent news interview. He immediately was 
shushed by hh Columbus lawyer. Jem Weiner. 

Even mure recently. Novel restated his charges against 
Garrison la a byi Inert story carried by The Dayton Daily 
News. Cryptically, he said, "I think Garrison will expose 
some CIA operations in Louisiana ’ He did not elaborate.

Lee Harvey Oswald has been variously described ns a 
loner, a nut, and a crackpot, and yet the fact remains that less 
than 6 weeks befo re the assassination the man who is alleged to 
ha vekilled the president w as under surveillance by both the FBI 
“ami “fTranr Ttn- 


The FBI 1 s orior knowled ge of Oswal d 1 3 a etivi tie s was 
revealed by" the Warren Commission^ inquiry, but, to our knowledge, 
the CIA have not admitted that they too possessed a file on 
Oswald before the assassination. Yet we know this to be the case: 
A notarized affidavit by state Department officer James D. Crowl e y 
s t atos that “the first time I re member le air nine; of Oswal d' s , 
existence , was when I re ceived copies of a telegraphic messa ge, 
dalie a ~0c toHer IQ , fr om the Central Intelligence ^Agency, 

which contained i ref or mat ion pe rtainin g to his c u r rent agfciv i t i e s . ' 

The contents of this message apparently did not reach 
the Warren Commission because there are no Commission Documents 
originating front the CIA dated prior to the _ assassination, so we 
cannot request this information by Document number, but it would 
be interesting to know what the CIA knew about Oswald 6 weeks 
before the assassination. The following 29 Commission Documents 
are classified CIA files (selected from a total list of 51 classi- 
fied CIA files on the assassins Lion in the National Archiver),

SMEDLEY said that he and the girl's father ran into a lot of 
trouble with the FBI and Secret Service, and were made to swear 
into secrecy and sign papers that they would never divulge any 
information that they had uncovered, Until this was done, which’ 
was today, December 30, 1967, they would not release the girl to 
her father in Miami* The girl is being released today, December 
30, -1967, from St, Vincent's in Miami, from where she just had a 
child* 

S MEDLEY suggests that we contact DR* GELLRICK, who is very scared 
about the whole matter and try and obtain information from him and 
his daughter. Under no circumstances era we to divulge our source 
of information.
